Swings Broadside to Breakers. 


Early in the day the Centralia and I 
Helen P. Drew had passed hawsers to 
the Santa Rosa, but the rising wind 
was too strong for their lim it! d horse 
power and at dusk the Santa Rosa 
swung broadside to the breakers. 
Immediately she began to break up. 
The crash of breaking timbers and 
overstrained steel could be hi ard by 
the wireless men at Port Arguillo. 
The 
first lifeboat 
was launched at 
dark, 
after 
every effort 
had 
been 
made to establish boat communication 
with the Centralia. 
The shore line lay only JOO feet 
from the broken ship, but the little 
craft could not make it. 
It bobbed 
like a cork on the crest of the break­ 
ers and 
the next 
in -taut 
was sub* 
merged 
There were sixteen persons 
in this boat, eleven passengers apd 
five of the crew. 
Another boat was launched by the 
frantic people aboard the steamer. It 
met the same fate. 
I here were about 
nineteen persons in this boat. All were 
bruised and some of them were un- 
eon scious when dragged out of the 
surf. 
Scores of 
persons, ranchers 
from

place, railroad 
laborers and men from the wireless 
station and lighthouse, stood upon the 
shore helpless. 
In the offing, just outside the fatal 
breaker line, the schooners Centralia 
and Ileleu P. Drew and the oil ship 
Argyle 
lay, their decks

with 
their crews, equally helpless to aid 
This is probably the bleakest and 
most desolate spot on the coast south 
of San Francisco. 
The Shriller train 
wreck in May, 1007, occurred within

where the Santa Rosa struck. 
The steamer Santa Rosa sailed from 
San Francisco carrying 173 first cabin 
and 27 second class passengers and a 
crew of 85 men.

"Every citizen of a cnnton is a Swiss 
citizen,” says Professor Roget. 
"One 
must become a member of some local 
commune to become naturalized and 
in order to do so must be accepted by 
the local communal council. 
“Every male Swiss citizen Is an elec­ 
tor from the age of twenty, there tie­ 
ing no property qualification. 
Every 
Swiss is a soldier and every soldier an 
elector. 
The federal elector may vote 
wherever he may happen to be, guar­ 
antees being taken that he votes only 
once.

Professor Roget declares that “every 
collective authority In Switzerland Is 
elected. 
“The foreigner,” he states, “is often 
surprised to see in a Swiss newspaper 
on a Mondny the results of all kinds of 
elections on the Sunday. 
If he had 
gone into a polling booth on the Sun­ 
day he would have found in this cor­ 
ner a clerk at a desk, at which the 
elector would vote for the local school­ 
master 
“In another corner would be a desk 
at which he would vote for the local 
Judge, In another part of the snme 
room he would vote for the local grave 
digger, and -to on through a whole 
series of officials, all of whom are pop­ 
ularly elected 
“The result of this training is that 
the political Intelligence of the Swiss 
Is extremely developed, and that he 
thoroughly understands what be Is vol 
ing about at home in his native coun­ 
try. and that when he goes abroad he 
finds It very easy to understand am! 
to take part In any political movements 
among which he may find himself.”— 
Exchange.
